A pirate story more liko a page 
from a schoolboy’s magazine than 
facts gathered by the ‘authorites 
in a civilised Colony in the 20th 


Centory Was unfolded befora Mr. * 


Justice Gompertz, at the Criminal 
Sessions, this morning, whon’ oight 
alleged sea’ rovers came up té- 
atand their trial. 

Tho oharge was that they ‘on 
the 12th day of June, 1923, upon 
the high’ seas, in the peaco: ‘of our 
Lord the King, assavlted and put 
in foar of thoir lives. certain 
mariners and other persons.,...."

Tho trading, junk, San -Yeo 
Shing, sailed out of a small village 
in Hainan Island at 7 o° clock on 
the morning of June 12th, with a 
cargo consigned to a morchantin ° 
anothor part of tha Island. .The . 
trader carried a.crew of. nine and: 
-ove passenger, who wasj looking - 
after the cargo. All went well 
until about one o’ clook, when 
they were off a place called Tai 
Ma, Here 4 big three-master 
hove in sight and bore down on 
them, firing on tho trader as she: 
‘approached.. The pirate’s shots~- 
so scared the trader’s craw that 
they all bolted below. The piratea 
ran their, oraft alongside and 
seven’ or. elght~.men armed 
‘with long and short: firearms, -. 
boarded.. The - terrified crew 
of fhe trader . were brought 
up out of their hiding places and 
searched, the pirates also ran- 
sacking the vessel hereelf and 
collecting all artiolea of value and 
tying them into bundles. Half 
the traders crew were ordered 
for'ard and the other half wore 
sent aft, The -pirates ordered 
thein to put the ship about and. 
follow the raider. -This the men 
on tho trader .wero compelled to 
do all day. They sailed about 
until six o’clock the same night 
and then. the _ pirate. 
brought ‘up. off the spot where 
‘they. made: the capture, Tai Ma. 
Here tho trader's crew were - 
eran into the boats. Pirates 
rowed them ashore and thon. re- 


_| turned to the junks and made off. 


Fora whole month the owner 
of the trader searched for his 
junk. Then, on. July 6th, he 
came ‘to Hongkong, and in 
Yaumati breakwater 9n July 6th 
he saw his veasel.
